thoſe who receive no Spirituals from them ? 
Are they like to be the Miniſters of Chriſt ?

to all other Profeſſors. 


OME, let us reaſon with you, all ye 

4 Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, of what Sort 
or Kind ſoever; and bring forth. your 
Catechiſms and Confeſſions of Faith, to that 
which by moſt of yourſelves is accounted 
the Touch-ſtone or Rule : And ſuffer your- 
felves no more to be blinded, and to err 
through your Ignorance of the Scriptures, 
and of the Power of God; but freely ac- 
knowledge and . confeſs to that glorious 
Goſpel and Light, which the Scriptures ſo 
clearly witneſs to, and your Experience 
muſt needs anfwer ; as alſo to thele other 
Doctrines, which conſequently depend upon 
the Belief of that noble and truly Catholic 
Principle, wherein the Love of God is ſo 
merciiully exhibited to all Men, and his 
Juſtice and Mercy do like Twins ſo har- 
 moniouſly concord; his Mercy, in the oft 
tendring of his Love, through the Strivings 
and Wreſtlings of his Light, during the 
Day of every Man's Viſitation ; and his 
Juſtice, both in the deſtroying and cutting 
away of the wicked Nature and Spirit, in 
thoſe that ſuffer themſelves to be redeemed 
' through his Judgments; and in the utter 
| Overthrow 
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Overthrow ef ſuch, who rebelled againſt 
the Light, and doing Deſpite to the Spirit 
of Grace, hate to be reformed. Now not 
only this fundamental Principle is clearly 
held forth in this Treatiſe, but all thoſe 
that de upon it, as the real and inward 
Juſtification of the Saints, through the 
Power and Life of Jeſus revealed in them, 
their full and perfect Redemption from the 
Body of Death and Sin, as they grow up 
by the Workings and Prevalency of his 
Grace; and yet leſt Security ſnould enter, 
there is great Need of Watchfulneſs, in that 
they may even d after they have really 
witneſſed a good Condition, and made Ship» 
wrack of the Faith, and of a good Con- 
ſeience, with all the Parts of the Doctrine 
or Chriſt, as they lie linked like a 
golden Chain, which doth very much evi- 
dence the Certainty and Virtue of Truth 
above alt Hereſtes, Error and Deceit, how 
ever ſo cunningly gilded with the ſpecious 
Pretences thereof; for Truth is intite in all 
its Parts, and conſonant to itſelf, without 
the leaſt Jar, having a wonderful Coherence 
and a notable Harmony, anſwer ing together 
like the Strings of a well tuned Inſtrument; 
whereas the Principles of all other Pro- 
feſſors, though in ſome Things moſt of 
them come near, and divers acknowledge 
that whith is Truth; yet in moſt Things 
they ftray from it, fo that their Principles 
1 greatly

reatly contradict and jar one againſt ano. 
her; and though they may alledge Scripture 
for ſome of their Principles, yet they are 
pur ſtrangely to wreſt it, and to deny it for 
others. My Appeal then to, and Expoſtula- 
lion with, all Sorts of Profeſſors, is not to 
prove ſome one or two Points by the Scrip- 
tures (for there be ſome general Notions of 
Truth, which moſt (if not all) agree to) 


but the whole Body of our Principles, as 


they ſtand in Relation to each other, which 
none of them all is able todoz for, among 
the many Profeſſors, their Catechiſms and 
Confe//ions of Faith, I find none (fave the 
Diſpenſation of Truth, now again revealed) 
but ſuch as in. molt of their ſubſtantial Prin- 
ciples differ greatly, and in many contradict 
golly the plain Texr and Tenor of the 

ripture, I confeſs there be certain Men 


in this Age, who with ſome plauſible Ap- 


. of Reality, undertake this Taſk : 
Theſe are they which join with, and own 
not only any imbodied People; but while 
they pretend a general Love to all, yet find 
Fault with ſome Part of every Sort ; while 
in the mean Time they ſcarce can give any 
Account of their own Religion, and moſt 
of them prove at Bottom to have none at all. 
Theſe Men, I fay, may perhaps acknow- 
ledge ſome general Truths, and alſo hold 
to the Letter of the Scripture in ſome other 
Things, ſo as thereby to take Occaſion 
| largely 


ale at a cus Aa. we 
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largely to judge others, -while themſelves 
offer not to bring theſe good Things to 
practice, they blame orhers for the Want 
or Neglect of: But ſuch an Enterprize 
from theſe Men, will not (when weighed) 
prove a fulfilling of this Matter ; Thing 
it is not enough to acknowledge man 

Truths, but alſo to deny and witneſs again 

all Error; and likewiſe, not to fall ſhort 
of any Truth which ought to be acknow- 
ledged ; Whereas theſe Sort of Men for 


the moſt Part, cannot give Account of 


their Faith in many Things needful to be 
believed; and whatever Things they may 
acknowledge to be true, they err moſt 
grievouſly, and contradict a Truth moſt 
neediul to be minded and anſwered, as is 
proved hereto, in that they ſtand not forth 
to appear for any of theſe Diſcoveries the 
retend they have, but make a Shift to 
hide their Heads in Times of Trial, ſo as 
not to ſuffer tor, nor with any: And 
though theſe fine Pretences above mention- 
ed, through their Scruples of joining with 
any, they can cunningly ſhun the Difficul- 
ties of Perſecutions, that attend the parti- 
cular Sect of Chriſtiann. And yet by their 
eneral Charity and Love to all, claim a 
hare in any Benefits or Advantages that 
accrue to one and all: Such then cannot 
honeſtly lay Claim to juſtify their Principles 


and Practices from the Scriptures, But I, 


leave 
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ade een Religion, and come 
again to the divers Sefts. 

To begin with thoſe Sans ad names 
rous: I think I need not ſay much to the 
Papiſts in this Cafe ; for they do not fo 
much as pretend to prove all their Dogmaes 
the Scriptures ; ſince it is one of their 
Ref Dofrmes, That Tradition may autho- 


rie Doctrines, without any Authority ef 


Scripture : Yea, the Council by Conſtance 
hath made bold to command Things to be 
believed, Non obſtante Scriptura; i. e. tho? 
the Scriptures ſay the contrary ; and indeed 
it were their great Folly, to pretend to 

their Doctrines by Scripture, ſeeing 
the Adoration of Saints and Images, Pur- 


tory and Prayer tor the Dead, the Pre. 


gatory 
cedency of the Biſhop of Rome, the Matter 
of Indulgencies. with much more Stuff of 


that Kind, hath not the leaſt Shadow of 


Scripture for it. | 
Thong Proteſtauts, I know the Socinians 
are great Pretenders to the Scriptures, and 
in Words as much exalt them as any other 
People; and yet it is ſtrange to ſee, how 
that not only in many Things they are 
not agreeable to them; but in ſome of 
their chief Principles quite contrary unto it, 
as in their denying the Divinity of Chriſt, 
which is as expreſly mentioned as any Thing 
can be, And the Word was God, John i. 
”* alſo in denying his Being from the 

Beginning, 
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Beginning, againſt the very Tenor of or 
of Fobn i. and divers other, as at la 
thewn in the third Chapter of this Treatiſe. 
Divers other Things, as to them, might be 
mentioned ; but this may ſuffice, to ſtop 
their boaſting in this Matter. 
The Armmians are not more ſucceſsful in 
their denying the falſe Doctrine of abſolute 
Reprobation, and in aſſerting the univerſal 
Extont of Cbriſt's Death for all, then they 
ure ſhort in not placing this Salvation in that 
ſpiritual Light, wherewith Man is enlight- 
ned by Chriſt; but wrongfully aſcribing a 
Part of that to the natural Will and Capa- 
city, which is due alone to the Grace and 
Power of God, by which the Work is both 
begun, carried on and accompliſhed. And 
herein they, as well as both the Socinians and 
Pelagians, tho? they do well in 8 
their Errors, yet they miſs in ſetting nj 
another, and not the Truth in Place thereof; 
and in that Reſpect are juſtly reproved by 
ſuch Scriptures as their Adverſaries (who 
otherwiſe are as far wrong as they) bring 
againſt them, in ſhewing the Depravity of 
Man's Will by Nature, and his Incapacity 
to do any Good, but as aſſiſted by the Grace 
of God ſo to do. 
On the other Hand, it's ſtrange to ob- 
ſerve, how many Proteſtants (the firſt Arti- 
cle of whoſe Confe ion of Faith, is to aſſert 
the - oh tanks 10 be the w Rule) mould 5 
the 
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the univerſal Extent of Chriſt's Death, con- 
.trary to the expreſs, Words of Scripture, 
which faith, He taſted Death for every Man; 
or the Univerſality of Grace, and a ſuffi- 
cient Principle; which the Scriptures aſſert 
in as many poſitive Words as, except we 
ſuppoſe the Pen-men intended another 
Thing than they ſpoke, it was poſſible to 
do, viz. A Manifeſtation of the Spirit is 
given to every Man to profit withal : The 
Grace of God, that bringeth Salvation, hath 
appeared unio all Men; and many more 
before mentioned. The like may be ſaid of 
their denying the Perfection of the Saints, 
and aſſerting the Impoſſibility of any falling 
away from real Beginnings of true and ſaving 
Grace, contrary to ſo many expreſs Scrip- 
tures, as are heretofore adduced in their 
roper Place. But to give all that deſire to 
| undeceived, a more full Opportunity to 
obſerve how the Devil has abuſed many, 
pretending to be wiſe, in making them 
cloak with a Pretence of Scripture, falſe 
and pernicious Doctrines; I ſhall take a 
few of many Inſtances out of the Confeſſion 
of Faith and Catechiſm, made by the Divines 
at Weſtminſter (ſo called) becauſe the ſame 
is not only moſt univerſally received and be- 
lieved by the People of Britain and Ireland, 
but alſo containeth upon the Matter, the 
Faith of the French Churches, and of moſt 
others, both in the Netherlands, and elſe- 


where 
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where ; that it may appear what wild Con- 
ſequences theſe Men have ſought, both con- 
trary to the naked Import of the Words, 
and to all common Senſe and Reaſon, to 
cover fome of their erroneous Principles.

C HAP. XVIII. 


A (hort Examination of ſome of the 
Scripture-Proofs, alledged by the Di- 
vines at Weſtminſter, to prove divers 
Articles in their Confeſſion of Faith, 
and Catechiſm. 


T is not in the leaſt my Deſign in this 
Chapter, to offer ſo large an Examina- 
tion of any of their Articles, as might be 
done, nor yet of ſo many as are very ob- 
vious 3 but only of two or three, to give 
the Reader a Taſte of them, for Example's 


Sake, whereby, as ex Ungue Leonem, he 


may judge of moſt of all the reſt, if he 
will be at the Pains narrowly to look over 
and examine them, 
I ſhall begin with the firſt Chapter, 
Sect. 1. where they aſſert two Things: 
Firſt, That God has committed bis Will now 
wholly to Writing. . Secondly, That the for- 
mer Ways of God's revealing his Will, as by 
immediate Revelation, are now ceaſed, The 
Scriptures they bring to prove it, are firſt,

Prov. xxii. 19, 20, 21, Ver. 19. That 
thy Truſt may be in the Lord, I haue made 
known unto thee this Day, even to thee, Ver. 
20. Have not I written to thee excellent 
Things in Counſels and Knowledge f Ver. 21. 
That I might make thee know the Certainty of 
the Words of Truth, that thou mighteſt anſwer 
the Words of Truth to them that fend wnto thee. 
Luke i. 3, 4. Ver, 3. & ſeemed. good lo 


me alſo, having had perfect Underſtanding of 


all Things from the very firſt, io write unto 
thee, in order, moſt excellent Theophilus, 
that thou mighteſt know the Certainty of ibeſe 
Things wherein thou haſh been inſtructed. 
Rom. xv. 4. For whatſoever Things were 
written aforetime, were written far our Learn- 
wg, that we thro” Patience and Comfort of the 
Scriptures, might have Hope. Mat. iv. 4. 
7. 10, But he anſwered, and ſaid, M is 
written, - Man ſhall not live by Bread alone, 
but by every Word that proceedeth out of the 
Mouth of God. Ver. 7. Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
it is written again, Thou ſhalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God. Ver. 10. Then ſaid Teſus unto 
him, Get thee hence, Satan; for it ts written, 
Thon ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy God, and him 
only fhalt thou ſerve. Iſa. viii. 19, 20. Ver. 


19. And when they 7 ſay unto you, Seek 


unto them that have familiar Spirits, and unto 
Wizards, that peep and that mntter : Should 
not a People ſeet unto their God? Fur the 
Living to the Dead? To the Law and to the 

| | Teſtimony, 
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Teſtimony, if they ſpeak not according 10 this 
Word, i is becauſe there is no Light in them, 
But is it not Matter of Admiration, that 
Men ſhould be fo beſide themſelves, as to 
imagine theſe Teſtimonies do in the leaſt 
prove their Aſſertion; or that others, that 
do not take Things meerly upon Truſt, 
would be ſo fooliſh as to believe them ? For, 
tho* God made known, and wrote excellent 
Things to Solomon, tho? Luke wrote unto 
Theophilus, an Account of divers Tranſ- 
actions of Chriſt's outward Abode; For 
many were never written. John xxi. 25. 
and xx. 30. And there are alſo many other 
7 bing which Jeſus did, the which, if they 
uld be written every one, I ſuppoſe, that 
even the World itſelf could not contain the 
Books that ſhould be written, And many other 
Signs truly did Feſus in the Preſence of his 
Diſciples, which are not written in this Book, 
Though Chriſt made uſe of divers Py 
tures againſt Satan, and that Jaiab di- 
rected People to the Law, and to the 
Teſtimony ; who will ſay, 1: naturally fol- 
lows from thence, that God has now committed 
his Will wholly to Writing! Such a Con- 
ſequence is no more deducible from the 
Scriptures, than if I ſhould argue thus:. 
The Divines of Weltminſter have aſſerted 
many Things without Ground, therefore they 
had Ground for nothing they faid. Nay, it 
follows not by far ſo naturally, ſeeing after 
he the 
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the writing of all thefe Paſſages, by them 
cited, according to their own Judgment, 
there were divers Scriptures written; 10 
that it had been falſe for them to aſſert, 


That God had then committed his Counſel 


wholly to Writing, which indeed was not 
true: So it is moſt irrational and unwar- 
rantable for any to draw ſuch a ſtrange and 
ſtrained” Conſequence from their Words, 
For the ſecond, That the former Ways. 
are now ceaſed, they allege, 2 Tim. iii. 15. 
where Paul writes to Timothy, ſaying, That 
from a Child, be (Timothy) hath known the 
holy Scriptures, which were able to make him 
Wi unto Salvation through. Faith, which 


is in Chriſt Feſus. And Heb. i. 1, 2. God, 


who at ſundry Times, and in divers Manners, 


ſpake in Times paſt unto the Fathers by the 
Prophets, hath in theſe laſt Days ſpoken unto 
us by bis Son, whom he hath appointed Heir 


of all Things, by whom alſo he mage the 


Worlds. 2 Pet. i. 19. Ve have alſo a more 


ſure Word of Prophecy, whereunto ye do 
well that ye take Heed, as unto a Light that 
ſhineth in a dark Place, until the Day daun, 
and the Day-ſtar ariſe in your Hearts, 

W hich prove the Matter as little as the 
former: If Paul had intended by that to 
Timothy, what thofe Divines would have, 
would not they have made the Apoſtle 
ſpeak a manifeſt Untruth, ſeeing they 
themſelves acknowledge, that Jabn's Reve- 

lation 
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lation was written long after? So that theſe 
former Ways were not then ceaſed. As 
for that of Peter, it is to beg the Thing 
in Queftion, to fay, It is intended of the 
Scripture; and h it were, it proves 
not the Caſe at all. That of the 5 
is ſo far from aſſerting the Matter they 
would have it, that it may be very aptly. 
brought to prove the quite contrary ; for 
God indeed ſpeaks to us now by his Son: 
But to inter from thence, That the Son 
ſpeaks only to ns by the Scriptures, remains 


yet unproved : And for the Apoftle to have 


there aſſerted it, had been falſe ; ſeeing 
the Revelations, which: he and others after- 
wards had, were inward, and fo ſuch were 
not ceaſed. And if we may truſt the ſame 
Apoſtle better than theſe Men, he tells us, 


That ſo ſoon as Chriſt was revealed in him, 


he went ſtraight and obeyed. And the 


ſame Apoſtle tells us, that Except Chriſt be- 


in us, we are Reprobates ; ſurely he is not 
dumb in us, ſeeing he ſays, He will dwell 
in us, and walk in us, and be with us to the 
End of the World, And Jobn tells us, that 
the Inward Anointing is to teach us all Wings; 
ſo that we need not, as to any abſolute 
Necefficy, any Man to teach us: How then 


is this ceaſed, feeing God ſpeaks to us by 


Chriſt, and Chriſt muſt be in us? Surely 
thefe Men have not herein followed the 
Rule of the Scriptures z but rather endea- 

youred 


voured moſt 
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make of them a Noſe of Wax, notwith- 
ſtanding their Pretences as to the contrary 
in their ſixth Section, where they ſay, A 
Things neceſſary are either. expreſly ſet down, 
or by good and neceſſary Conſequences may be 
deduced. Now that theſe two former Aſſer- 


tions are not expreſly ſet down, they will 


not deny; whether they follow by ſound 
Conſequence, any underſtanding Man may 
Judge, by what 1s above obſerved. 

There are divers other Things in the 
ſame Chapter, which will not abide the 


Teſt,. for which the Scripture Proofs, as 


alledged by them, are moſt ridiculous ; yet 
for Brevity Sake, I have omitted. 
In Chap. 21. Sect. 7. where they fay, 


That the Sabbath from the Reſurrettion of 


Chriſt, was changed into the firſt Day of the 
Week, which, in Scripture (ſay they) is called 
the Lord's Day, aud is to be continued 10 the 
End of the World as the Chriſtian Sabbalh. 
In which they aſſert three Things. 
Firſt, That the fr/t Day of the Week is 
come in Place of the ſeventh for a Sabbath : 
T N which they alledge, 1 Cor. xvi. 1, 
2. Now concerning the Collection for the Saints, 
as bave given Order to the Churches of 
Galatia, even /o do ye : Upon ihe firſt Day of 


the Week, let every one of you lay by him in 


Store, as God hath proſpered him, that there 


be no Gathering when I come, Acts xx. 7. 


And 


groſly to wreſt. them, and 
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And upon the firſt Day of the Week, when 
the Diſciples came together to break Bread, 
Paul ' preached to them, ready to depart on 
the Morrow, and continued his Speech until 
Midnight. | 

That theſe Proofs aſſert not the Thing 
expreſly, we need not, I ſuppoſe, diſpute. 
Now to fay, that becauſe Paul deſired the 
Corinthians to lay fomewhat by them in 
Store that Day ; or becauſe he broke Bread, 
and continued his Speech until Midnight; 
therefore the firſt Day of the Week is come 


in Place of the Sabbath, is a Conſequence 


more remarkable for its. Sottiſhneſs, than to 
be credited for its Soundneſs: Indeed to 
make ſo ſolemn an Article of Faith, as theſe 
Men would have the Morality of the firſt 
Day of the Week to be, would need a more 

itive and expreſs Authority. The Text 
doth clearly enough tell the Reafon of the 
Diſciples meeting ſo frequen 
Paul's preaching fo long, becauſe he was 
ready to depart To-morrow ; it ſpeaks not 
a Word of its being Sabbath. 

Their ſecond Aſſertion, That the firſt Day 
of the Meek is therefore called the Lord's Day, 


is drawn yet more ſtrangely from that of 


Rev. i. 10. 1 was in the Spirit on the Lord's 
Day, and heard bebind me a great Voice, as 
of Trumpet; whereas no particular Day 
of the Week is mentioned: So for them 


to ſay, John meaned the firſt Day of ihe 


Week, 


tly, and of 
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Week, hath no Proof but their on bare

For their third Afﬀertion, That it is to 
be continued to the End of the World, as the 
Chriſtian Sabbath, they alledge theſe Scrip- 
tures, Exod. xx. 8. 10, 11. Remember the 
Sabbath-day io keep it holy ; but the ſeventh 
Day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God; in 
it thou ſhalt not do any Work, thou, nor thy 
Son, nor thy Daughter, thy Man-ſervant, nor 
thy Maid. ſervant, nor thy Catile, nor thy 
Stranger which is within thy Gates; for in 
fix Days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, 
the Sea, and all that in them is, and reſted 
the ſeventh Day; wherefore the Lord bleſſed 
the Sabbath-day, and hallowed it. Iſa. Ivi. 
2. 4. 6, 7. Mat. v. 17, 18. Think not that 
Jam come to deſtroy the Law and the. Pro- 
 phets; I am not come to deſtroy, but to fulfil ; 
For verily, I ſay unto you, till Heaven and 
Earth paſs, one Fot or one Tittls fball in no 
wiſe paſs from the Law, till all be fulfilled. 
If they prove any Thing, they muſt 
needs prove the Continuance of the ſeventh 
Day, ſeeing in all the Law there is no 
Mention made of the firſt Day of the Week 
being a Sabbath, If theſe may be reckoned

good and ſound Conſequences, I know no 
Abſurdities ſo great, no Hereſies ſo. dam- 
nable, no Superſtitions ſo. ridiculous, but 
may be. cloaked with the Authority of 
Scripture.

d pbich he was betrayed, took Bread. 
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In their 27th Chapter, and the firſt, 
ſecond, and third Sections, they ſpeak at 
large of the Definition and Nature of Sacra- 
ments; but in all the Scriptures they bring, 
there is not one Word of Sacraments: The 
Truth is, there was a good Reaſon for this 


Omiſſion; for ſuch a Thing is not to be 


found in all the Bible. For them to alledge, 
that the Thing ſignified is (though that be 
alſo a begging of the Queſtion) will not 
excuſe ſuch, who elſewhere aver, the whole 
Counſel of God is contained in the Scripture 
to forſake and reject the Tenor thereof, 
and ſcrape out of the Rubbiſh of the Romiſb 
Tradition, for that which is reckoned by 
themſelves ſo ſubſtantial a Part of their 
Faith. 


+ In their fourth Section they aſſert two 


Things; firſt, That there are two only Sacra- 


ments under the Goſpel. Secondly, that theſe 
two are Baptiſm and the Supper, 

To prove which, they alledge, Mat. 
xxviii. 19. Go ye therefore and teach all 
Nations, baptizing them in the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoſt. 1 Cor. xi. 20. 23. When ye come 


together therefore into one Place, this is not to 


eat the Lord's Supper : For 1 bave received 
of the Lord, that which alſo I delivered unto 
Jou, that the-Lord Feſus the ſame Night in

taketh this Honour 40 himſelf, hut be that is 
called of God, as was Aaron. 
Now granting there was ſuch a Thing as 
Sacraments, to be {o ſolemnly performed, 
all that theſe Scriptures will prove is, That 
theſe two were appointed to be m- 
ed ; but that there are only two, or that 
theſe are they (which is the Thing aſſerted, 
and incumbent to be proved) there is not 
the leaſt Shadow of Proot alledged; for, 
according to their -own Definition of a 
larger Catechiſm, where 
they ſay, The Parts of a Sacrament are to; 


the one an outward and ſenſible, ufed accord- 


ing 10 Chriſt's own Appointment ; the other, 
an inward and ſpiritual Grace thereby ſigni- 
fed; both the Maſbing of one another*s Feet, 
and the Anointing of the Sick with Oil, doth 
anſwer to it, and many other Things: So 


- that the Probation of a Sacrament at all, or 


of their being two, ſeven, yea, or ſeventy, 
is all alike cafy ; ſeeing neither Name nor 
Number is to be found in the Scripture, 
they being the mere Conceits and Imagina- 
tions of Men: And yet it is marvelous to 
fee, with how great Confidence ſome Men 


do aſſert the Scripture to be their Rule, 


while they build up fo conſiderable Parts 
of their Doctrine, without the leaſt Scrip- 
ture Foundation. 


Thus 
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Thus I thought fit to pitch upon theſe 
three, viz. The Scriptures, Sabbaths, and 
Sacraments, becauſe theſe be three of the 
main Things for which we Qua tters are 
chiefly cry*d out againſt, and accuſed, as 
believing erroneouſly concerning them. 
Now what we believe 3 theſe 
Things, and how agreeable our Teſtimony 
herein is to the Scriptures, is heretofore 
ſufficiently demonſtrated : Alſo how little 
Scripture-proof theſe have tor their con- 
trary Aſſertions to us in theſe Things, 
notwithſtanding their great Pretences to 
Scripture, will alſo appear to the unbiaſſed
